of BREAD in the ditferent Shops of the Bakers of K- 
dinburgh and neighbourhood, ¢onsider it of consequence to ac- 
quaint the Public, That most of it was found correct with the 
‘Table of Agsize.

ety se We SUBSIDY TO RUSSIA. 

Mr Pitt moved, that the King’s meffage of yciter- 
day fhould be read. 

Mr Brace took his place as Chairman of the Com- 
mitree of Supply. ; 

Mr Prrr faid, that though the motion which he had 
to make was fuch as to lead to fome increafe of our ex- 
penditare, he “thould have pleafure in meeting at once 
what he conceived-to be the feeling of this country and 
of Europe. That feeling had hately been revived, and 
had" been revivéd~ chiefly through the wifdom and mag- 
nanimity of the:Potentate.so whom his motion alluded. 
The efforts of the. Emperor of Ruffia had already made 
an impreflion oa the commen enemy, and bade fair to 
extricate a great part of Europe from a fituation of 
mifery and of dangers which in hiltory had no parallel. 
“Every reliance was to be placed on the continuance of 
thofe efforts; and every man who took an enlarged view 
of the ftate of Europe would be happy’to contribute to 
the extenfion and confirmation of the means and re- 
foutces by which this had been effected. There was 
already a cheering profped offered of the reftoration of 
‘the balance of power, and of the returh of lawful power 
and of legitimate {way. It mult be-the with of every 
ifhman to -ftem the baneful torrent which had de- 
luged the greater part of Europe, and to contribute to 
that end, of which expe<tations fo flattering were already 


entertained. mae ; 
"Phe fenfe of this country had manifefted itfelf when 
othérs of “our allies had relinquifhed the purfuit, and 
when they had retired, we had fhewn our determination 
to-do juftice to ourfelvese.. We had made it evident to 
the world that we were ready to abide every hazard, 
Yather than. abandon our honour, by fubmitting to a 
-faameful compromife... It would be inconfiltent with 
the character which we had hitherto maintained, if at 
this crifis we were to. refufe our aid, when the fafery 
and fecurity of Europe was at ftake. He fhould there- 
‘fore move, in the terms\of the meffage, that a fubfidy 
of 825,000l. beigranted to his. Majefty for the mainte- 
nance of 45,000 Raflian troops—225,000l, as prepara- 
,tion monéy—75,000l.. to be paid monthly, and a far- 
:ther monthly fum of 37,5001. to be paid whenever a 
“peace was concluded by the common affent of the con- 
tracting parties. The firft fum which he had mention- 
ed, ‘to cover this expence, mutft of courfe be added to 
the fupply of the year. It was evident, that, under the 
prefent circumftances, we thould carry our efforts fome- 
“thing farther than mere fyftem of felf-defence. He 
‘fhould, therefore, proceed on this fyftem of enlarged 
prudence, by moving alfo for a vote of credit for three 
millions, the particular application of which it would be 
improper to {tate, but which fhould be employed as ex- 
geocieS may require. 
‘.” Mr Tisansy- defired to know what was to be un- 
-derftood by the deliverance of Europe ?—If it. was 
meant to preferve the independence of the feveral ftates, 
sand to curb the ambition of any overweening power, he 
fhould certainly have no. objedtion; but he could not 
‘confent te-vote-away.the money of his conftituents on 
‘a loofe and undefined principle, which may change its 
complexion as often as circum{tances may require. If 
rit were ftated that France was to be driven within her 
ancient limits, and that a peace may be expected when- 
ever fhe was reduced to the /latus guo, he fhould have 
no objection to the fubfidy.. He did not now oppofe 
it merely becaafe the money was to be fent abroad: 
He was, on the contraty; of opinion, that there was 
more of economy in hiring. foreign troops, and it was 
_always gratifying to his feelings. to {pare the effufion of 
Englifh blood. But in what way. was. Ruflia to con- 
tribute to the .deliverance of Europe? How were we 
to be affured that the had not alfo her views of ambition 
and aggrandifement? Again, if Ruffia chofe to interfere, 
why did it follow that England was to. pay for her in- 
terference ? Though he was earneft in his withes for 
peace, and thongh he by no means defired to be regard- 
ed as thwarting the meafures of the Minifter, he Ia- 
mented that we were to be drawn further-on in this war, 
where fo many millions, and fo much blood, had been 
‘fruitlefsly expended’ in a war again{t opinions, and for 
_ a fomething which was-even yet undsfined. The Ca- 
binet Minifters, he underftood, differed with each other 
‘jn opinions ; fome were for taking fometiing more, 
. others Jefs. The only rational object, in his opinion, 
was the fafety of the interefts.of England. He fhould 
not object to a fubfidy, if.it were proved that it would 
contribute to the general fecurity of Europe ; but he 
could not confent to vote away fuch large fums, for ob- 
jects which were not explained, and which he therefore 
could not comprehend. : 

Mr Pirr in explanation obferved, that the payments 
to be made were of three claffes. The inftalments on 
the firft were to accompany the monthly payments, and 
to keep pace, of courfe, with the efforts of our ally.— 
The third was not to be paid until after the conclufion 
ofa peace. Thefe forces, he was not athamed to re- 
peat the word, were to be employed for the deliverance 
of Europe ; and to accelerate a fecure and honourable 
peace. How the deliverance of Europe was to be ef- 

“fe&ted could not be‘fpecifically ftated, though it might 
be generally comprehended. We knew that Europe 
fuffered, and was in danger from the power and fyftem 
of the French Republic, and it was our intereft to re- 
feue it,, if pofiible from that infupportable tyranny. In 
this view we could not but regard the conduét of Ruffia 
‘as friendly. There’ were other powers, which, no 

“doubt, had’been actuated by a felfith policy : But Ruflia 

-had in this inftance turned her efforts from her natural 

enemies, the Turks, and direéted her difinterefted ef- 
forts to releafe the'neck of Enrope from the yoke of 

the cémmon enemy. ~The efforts of his Majefty’s Mi- 

nifters, in the'feven years of the prefent war, had at lea(t 
fhewn that they were agreed upon one poiity and that 
was, to reftrain the inordinate power of France. They 
knew that our fafety was combined with that of Eu- 


rope, and that if Europ® was abforbed ; 
her principles, we fhould be involved in the common 
danger. He. could not dequicfte in the polition that 
our fafety would be enfured if Prance was once driven 
within her ancient limits, Our fafety was not to be 


in the vortex of 


eltablifhed by any limits, or our repofe to be fecureds 
whilft the Government of that country retained its pre- 
fent fyftem, and its prefent character of inveterate ho- 
(tility. Here there could be no thade of difference, and 


he wifhed the world to underftand, that we did not con- 
tend for any tertitorial pofteffion, but that whenever the 
enemy changed his prefent views, his character, and 
his conduct, we fhould be moit fincerely anxious for a 
genera! pacification. 

Mr Tierney faid, that after feven years of war, he 
{aw that we were now to be embarked in anew contell, 
wherein Englith blood was to be. ftaked again{t French 
principles. He did not mean to fpeak with any refpect 
of the republic, or to couple even the name of France 
with that of liberty. Every principle of freedom had 
been injured by the extravagance which had prevailed 
io that country. He did not feek any popularity by 
condemning the practices of the French rulers; on the 
contrary, he was ready-toconfefs his regret, and the 
difappointment of thofe hopes which he entertained 
from the firft dawnings of the French revolution. He 
now mourned what he once had Joved. ‘The bounda- 
ries of France he conceived, however, to be of much 
more importance than- her opinions. Were fhe left to 
prey upon herfelf, a {pirit would arife, by much more 
dangerous in its nature to the new Government than 
any which we could excite by our fubfidies. 

Mr Pitt faid,’that he Could not be filent under the 
interpretation which had been put on his words. It 
was not his wifh to dictate a Government to France, or 
to reftore the ancient monarchy. He had dwelt only 
on the charaéter of the prefent Government, in order 
to thew’ that it could give no affurance of our national 
fafety. He had mentioned its inherent character, which 
{poke that. it was hoftile.to all ettablithed Governments, 
but moft of all to our’s, as the beft in exiftence. Ik 
was incumbent upon us, therefore, to look to their 
force, their revenue, and their population, and not only 
to confider their means, but their end! 
with to wage a war again{t abftraét principles, or to arm 
again{t the opinions of fchoolmen in their clofets. But 
when thefe opinions were propagated by the {word— 
when he found: them embattled and embodied, then 
undoubtedly they could only be refifted by the fame 
means. ‘Thefe opinions were the caufe of the eviis 
which had for fo many years afflicted Europe; he 
could not, therefore, confent to leave them on the 


throne of power ;—let them retire to the cell of foli-, 


tude or repentance, he cared not which, and the war- 
fare was atanend, He did not with to carry on a 
war again{t the rights or liberties, as they were termed, 
of any people; but he withed to annihilate’ the danger 
of their fyltem, and to tura-afide the menaces of their 
rulers ; whofe principles, whether diflembled or avowed, 
had ever been the fame ; and it were better to have a 
year or two of proiratted war, than to truft to them for 


a {peedy return of the conceft, 

The Secrerary at ‘War rofe to fupport the motion; 
and, firft, he faid, he would anfwer that queftion which 
was now put, and which’ had fo often been put before 
and anfwered, which was, what was the object of the 
war ? He had uo hefitation infaying, peace. We were 
at war with France becaufe we- could not beat peace 
with her. The fecurity-for peace mut always depend 
on the different degrees of power, and the condition, 
whether commercial, military, or naval, conneéted with 
that ftate with which. you conclude a peace. France 
not only manifefts her hoftility towards England by atts 
of aggreflion, and invafion of her territories, but openly 
and avowedly declares that the deftruction of Great 
Britain is her chief and moft vigorous aim. France, 
though driven within her ancient limits, with a popula- 
tion of 24 millions, and within hertown frontiers, yet 
with a nation of foldiers, bred aad trained to rapine and 
murder, muft {till be a formidable power, acting upon 
her principles of revolution and ruin ; for wherever fhe 
carried her arms, there fhe carried havock and defola- 
tion. In fuch a pofition of public affairs, Europe could 
never be poffefled ot an hour’s fecurity. The fyltem of 
liberty, as founded on their principles of the Rights of 
Man, of univerfal fuffrage, of elective affemblies, could 
never give any rational fecurity for internal peace, nor 
external fecurity. Under this foecious name they were 
driven as fheep, under their ufurping defpots, and de- 
luded with the thew of liberty. Should a mo- 
ment’s apparent calm ferené the face of things, yet, like 
a volcano, their principles would burft forth, and, with 
a volle¥, over-run the reft of Europe. Their principles 
led to nothing fhort of ‘a fucceflion of violence, rapine, 
and univerfal aggrandifement. His opinion then was, 
that nothing but a liberal reftoration of their ancient 
Government, not founded on the abfurd and miftaken 
Rights of Man, but on’ the ancient chriftianity of Eu- 
rope, can reftore that country to a condition in which 
fecurity again{t aggreffion, and the profpect of a perma- 
nent peace, can be found. 

Should he be afked, whether he would go that ex- 
tent before he would confent’ to fign a treaty of peace 
with France, he would anfwer, that muft depend even- 
tually on the fucceffion: of, affairs, and their ultimate if- 
fue ; but he would affert, that every form of government, 
fhort of the ancientmonarchy of France, mult and 
would degenerate into the revolutionary, -as long as it 
was conftructed on their principles, where the greateft 
degree of power would .ever be determined by the 
greateft violence. He had no fcruples then in fully af- 
ferting, that the ancient monarchy of France was that 
form, which, as molt congenial to the temper and cha- 
racter of the.country, gave the greatelt degree of fecuri- 
ty ; a'form that would grow out of the foil—out of the 
roots and ftocks of their own eftablifhments and ancient 
ufages. Whenhis Right Hon. friend had fpoken of 
the deliverance of Europe, he fpoke a language clear 
and intelligible, even to.enflaved and tyrannized France. 
The monarchy had on its fide-the withes of the majori- 
ty of the country. ! He traced out even the dawn and 
return of that liberty in the approach of Marfhal Suwar- 
row. Under his approach, the people now begin to 
{peak out, and publith that they have hitherto been en- 
flaved and fold,.and the Councils begin to breath a 
more free {pirit than before, as if under the re-affurance 
of their former liberty. He expreffed a with that fome 
of thofe Gentlemen were now prefent who were fo rea- 
dy to {peak of the’ old defpotifm of France, and of that 
bloody tyrant Louis XVI. What muft-thofe Gentle- 
nien now fay to the defpots that had fucceeded ? What 


‘were the former to thofe mild and gentle rulers who fill- 


ed their places?—Such language he thought fitter for 
alehoufes, than graye and_rational affemblies of men.—

he could wifi to cherifh an honett prejudice again{t a 
hoftile country, yet he would maintain that France had 
a much greater probability of re-citablifhing her former 
grandeur under that form of government, than ever fhe 
could expect to arrive at under her republican fy{tem. 
Sir Wittiam Putney objected to defining the ob- 
jet of the war, and thought that all fach converfation 
as touched on forms of government with relpect to 
France fhould be particularly avoided, as it would make 
the French people we intended to force a particular 
form of government upon them. On the fupply he had 
no objection to vote, buc thought the application fhould 
be better guarded than direéting it to fuch purpofes. 

Mr Tisrney harangued with much warmth againtt 
the declaration of the object of the war, as ftated by 
the Hon. Secretary to be the reltoration of monarchy 
in France ; and declared that he would give no vote 
for any fupply until that Right Hon. Gentleman would 
come down to the Houfe and recant his opinion, 

The Secretary at War explained his reafons for gi- 
ving a preference to that form of Government in France, 
becaufe in no other form could equal fecurity be found; 
and becaufe, after {tanding the teft for fourteen centuries, 
it was but juft to infer it was the form of limited mo- 
narchy moit defirable to the people themfelves. He did 
not bind this country only to make peace with a mo- 
narchy, but infilted that every other peace was com- 
paratively precarious. 

The Cuanceciror of the Excurequer expreffed 
the fatisfaétion that all felt from the fpeech of his Ho- 
novrable Friend, the Secretary at War. The conduct 
of peace and wary he obferved, muft be regulated by the 
degree of danger. On former negociations he felt 
much anxiety for the refult, becaufe the country felt 
the preflure of the war, and he then fincerely hoped 
that the refult would be peace. He confeffed, with 
equal fincerity too, that though that negociation did 
not terminate in peace, yet in the event he was not 
forry. There are periods in which the dignity, the wif- 
dom, and forefight of men muft fubmit to the inclinations 
of thofe who, from indolence, from intereft, from fear, 
and other motives, thwart and oppofe their defigns, and 
to whom, for good reafons, they mult yield, though 
with reluctance. /That period did then exilt. There 
exifted alfo fome favourable features in the Government 
of France, as inclining to amendment, and this was firft 
announced in his Majefty’s {peech, which marked the 
union of the jarring intere(ts, which had thea ceafed.— 
His Majetty’s Minifters did not then fee, what fince 
they have feen, that as long as a fingle germ of revolu- 
tionary matter remains in their fyftem, there can be no 
peace. That period was fhortly fucceeded by a confam- 
mation of tyranny, and was as bloody a period as any 
in France. . Could any man then be found who would 
with to accept of peace from a power who. could have 
aéted fo tyrannically as France lad done $n the 4th of 
September, that memorable day of their tyrannical pro- 
ceedings again{t their legiflative bodies ? He was now to 
avow, that he was glad, however fincerely he might 
then.with for peace, that that negociation had not fuc- 
ceeded; as her fubfequent conduct had fhown to A- 
merica, when fhe tore off the laft rag that veiled her de- 
formity, what were her views and expectations with re- 
fpe&t to England. He rejoiced now that peace was not 
then made, as it mutt have proved the fource of difap- 
pointment, duplicity on the part of France, and re- 
medidlefs vexation, perhaps, on the part ot this country. 

Mr Pirr then moved the firft refolution, granting 
the fum of 825,000l. to enable his Majefty to make 
good his engagement with the Emperor of Ruflia. 

He then moved the fum of three millions, to enable 
his Majefty to enter into fuch further engagements as 
may be neceflary for the further profecution of the war. 

Thefe two refolutions were agreed to, and the re- 
port ordered for to-morrow. 

THE BUDGET. 

In a Committee of Ways and Means, 

Mr Pirr faid, that, after the difcuilion which had 
taken place, he fhould not enter much at large on the 
fabjeé&t. That difcuflion had embraced the principal va- 
riation under the head of Supply, which had occurred 
fince he had addreffed the Houfe in December lait. 
There were fome flighter variations which he fhould 
have occafion to notice; but, on the whole, and not- 
withftanding the increafe of expenditure, he had to 
congratulate the Houfe on the changes which had taken 
place as to circumftances abroad, ana to our internal fitua- 
tion. He had on this occafion little more to do than 
to recapitulate the different heads for fervice-for the year 
1799, which he had brought forward on a former occa- 
fion. ‘The ordinaries and extraordinaries of the navy 
he had then taken, including the expences of prifoners, 
and of the Tranfport Board, at 13,653,000l. He took, 
it was to be obferved, the expences at 71. a man per 
month, including all allowances. The accounts being 
now made up, he had the fatisfaGtion to ftate, that 
there had been a diminution of the navy debt, amount- 
ing to 903,000]. and that fix months of the current 
year being nearly pafled, it appeared that though our na- 
val expenditure was,on a large fcale, 500,000]. more 
than what was wanted had been called for by the efti- 
mate. The actual expence of the navy would therefore 
not exceed 12,250,0col. The expences of the atmy 
had been taken at 9,309,000l. but as 469,000l. of this 
fum was for the fervice of Ireland, and to be paid for 
by that country, the nett expence would be reduced to 
8,840,000]. The vote of credit was then for one mil- 
lion ; but although two millions were now to be added, 
to anfwer unforefeen demands, this, for a reafon which 
he fhould fhortly {tate, would make no real difference 
in the amount. The ordnance had been eftimated at 
2,170,000l. and the mifcellaneous fervices at 270,000l. 
In thofe articles, as the accounts now ftood, there was 
no difference worth ftating. The intereft to be paid to 
the Bank was 565,000]. It was now 100,000l. lefs, 
but as this was to be added to other items, he fhould 
not enter particularly into the difference. The defi- 
ciency of the ways and means, or, in other words, the dif- 
count on the loan and the lottery, amounted to 201,000l.” 
The intereft on Exchequer bills to go,oook ~The ge- 
neral deficiency of the ways and means to 528,000}. 

There was aaother material article in the aids for 
the laft year, under the head of affefled taxes, which had 
been taken at 7,500,000l. but which, after the modifi- 
cations which they had undergone, had produced little 
more than four millions. The deficiency had however, 
been made up by the tax upon convoys, which he could 
now confidently take at 1,500,000}. and by the volun- 
tary contributions, which had reached beyond two 
millions. A new and more efficient tax upon income 
had this year been adopted by Parliament ; and there 
could therefore be no occafion to call on the voluntary 
zeal of the country ; bat he could not but mention his
